The text of the bill follows:

"Section 1. That for the national 


security and defense, for the success- 
ful 
prosecution of the war, for the 


support and maintenance- of the army 
and navy, for the better utilization of 
resources and industries and fc-r the 
more effective exercise and more ef- 
ficient administration by the president 
of his powers as commnndcr-in-chief of 
the laud and naval forces, the presi- 
-ttent is hereby authorized and empow- 
ered to make such redistribution ot 
functions among executive agencies as 
he may deem necessary, including any 
functions, duties and powers hitherto 
by law conferred upon any executive 
department, commission, bureau, agen- 
cy, office or officer, in such manner as 
in his judgment shall seem best titted 
to carry out the purposes of this act, 
and to this end is authorized to make 
regulations and to issue such orders 
as b? may deem necessary; provided, 
that this act shall remain in force dur- 
ing the continuance of the present war 
and for one year after {he termination 
of the war by the proclamation of the

er by detail of assignment,

records and public property belonging 
thereto, and to employ by executive or-

"Section 3. .That for the purpose of 


carrying out the provisions of this
